Delivery of Farm Products 


Is Resumed Over Alberta 


Alberta Farmers’ 
were withdrawn from highways and 
district market roads Monday after 
30 days of activity that frequently 
was marke’ by violence. Interference 
with the flow of agricultural prod- 
uce to market ceased as the farm- 
ers’ strike came to an end. 

Packing plants, egg dealers, grain 
elevators and other dealers in farm 
products said Monday that it still 


was too early to give any compre-| 


hensive reports as to the effect of 


the strike end. The smaller towns | 


were hardest hit by the non-delivery 
strike and it was expected that the 
supply situation would soon be back 
to normal. 

Meanwhile, A-F.U. officials claimed 
that an achievement of the strike 
was tentative government accept- 
ance of the union’s demand for a 
change in the size and personnel 
of the Agricultural Prices Support 
board. Original demand in the strike 
was for appointment of a fact- 
finding board to ffx“parity prices 


for farm products in relation to | 


manufactured articles and other 
things a farmer must buy, 
However, A.F.U, officers expressed 
satisfaction that the government 
had been sympathetic to the re- 
quest that the Agricultural Prices 
Support board—a compromise for 
a fact-finding parity prices board— 
be enlarged so as to include repre- 
sentatives of labor and business,

Cause of death was believed to 
| have been either a heart ailment 
or cerebral hemorrhage. 

Mr. Hansson had been prime min- 
ister since 1932 and president of 
the Swedish Social Democratic 
party since 1925. 

The prime minister was born in 
1885 in southern Sweden, the son 
of a stone mason, After spending 
his early manhood as a newspaper- 
man, he entered politics, following

Pope Pius Denies 
Forced Conversion 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, (AP) 
~-Pope Pius denied Sunday that he 
ever had approved “forced conver- 
sions” to Roman Catholicism in 
Yugoslavia, as charged by the pro- 
secution at the trial in Zagreb of 
Archbishop Alojzije Stepinac on war 
crimes charges. 

At the same time the pope de- 
clared that the loudest proponents 
of “tolerance” and “freedom of con- 
science” were often the quickest, on 
gaining power, to oppress Catholics. 
He did not mention Russia or the 
Soviet system by name, but these re- 
marks generally were interpreted as 
being directed at Communisim, 

The pontiff's assertions were con- 
tained in a speach to the members 
of the sacred Roman rota, the high 
church court whose origin dates far 
back in the history of Catholicism. 
He spoke at the summer apostolic 
palace here, 13 miles from Rome. 

Turning to marriage and divorce— 
one of the matters reserved to the 
rota tribunal—the pope asserted 
again that civilian courts had no 
right to terminate Catholic church 
marriages, 

“Even among the non-baptized 
(non-Catholics), marriages  legiti- 
mately contracted are in the natural 
order a sacred thing, so that the 
civil tribunals have not the power 
to dissolve them. . .” 

He said, however, that the church 
would recognize, “in determined 
circumstances,” civil annulments.

toward Britain. 

About six in 10 say they feel less 
friendly toward Russia than they 
did a year ago when the war ended.

The inspir- 
ation of Greece's resistance bouy- 
ed up even the infirm resolution of 
|the king. His record in that struggle 
wae brave without being heroic 


When Greece finally was over- 
| whelmed, King George fled to 
Egypt, later making his way to 
Great Britain where he took refuge. 

From the moment political tur- 
moil started in Greece after the 
war, the British government chafed 
at the suggestion that it was de- 
fending a discredited and unwant- 
ed monarchy, Mr, Churchill with 
his love of tradition as a govern- 
ing force on politics, was peculiarly 
vulnerable to this charge.

Exclusive to The 
LONDON Viscount Kemsley, 
one of the richest self-made men 


in England and the proprietor of 
twenty-three newspapers, is on his 
way home from Rio de Janeiro 
where, amongst other activities, he 
has been dancing the rumba with 
his French viscountess. In South 
America, he has been treated with 
great respect and has been regard- 
ed as a powerful and important 
personage. 

How different is the scene await- 
ing him on his return to Britain! 
Some time ago, the viscount dis- 
posed of his somewhat unattractive 
country house, Farnham Royal, and 
purchased one of the most beauti- 
ful English country homes, Drop- 
more Park in Buckinghamshire 
But it is more than possible 
that, on hs return, he will find 
his ballroom full of bath- 
tubs, his bedroom full of bricks 
and his house full of squatters. 

Why is this? Unfortunately, the 
newly acquired mansion was occu- 
pied by the Army during the war 
and, before Lord and Lady Kems- 
ley can move in, considerable re- 
novations will be necessary. But 
this is very difficult in England 
today. 


No one is allowed to spend more 
than £10 repairing or renovating a 
house without permission from the 
local council. For repairs or reno- 
vations exceeding £100, a special 
license st be obtained from the 
ministry “Of works, Thousands of 
people living in shabby, deteriorat- 
ing, paintless houses, have made 
applications. Many apply, but few 
receive the necessary license. The 
ministry of works natually wishes 
to concentrate the limited materials 


and manpower available on the 
construction of new houses, Even 
modest applications to put in a 


bathroom costing 30 or 40 pounds 
are frequently rejected. 

Therefore, a considerable stir 
has been caused by allegations of 
the Communist Daily Worker that 
the Reading branch of the ministry 
of works granted a license to Lord 
Kemsley, proprietor of the largest 
chain of newspapers in Great Brit- 
ain, permitting him to spend thous- 
ands of pounds making his beauti- | 
ful new home habitable, 
| The Daily Worker alleges that 
60 workers, including carpenters, 
!pricklayers, plasterers and plumb- 
ers, are at work in and around the 
building; that considerable work is 
|being done in constructing a wine 
cellar; that eight new bathtubs 
have been delivered and that more 
are en route; and that over 100 rad- 
iators are being installed, 


There is no suggestion that Lord 
Kemsley has broken the law in any 
way, However, it is a matter of pub. 
lic interest how he was able to 
obtain a license from the local auth- 


orities and from the ministry of 
works (acting under a_ Socialist 


government) enabling him to make 
repairs and improvements which, 
on a far smaller scale, would have 
been quite impossible for the or- 
dinary citizen, 

More interesting is the fact that

handful of multi-millionaire news- 
paper proprietors, The transaction 
referred to above is bound to lead 
to a quickening of public interest 
in the whole question of the free- 
dom of the press and the privacy 
of the citizen.

CYCLES OF ACCIDENTS 


Editor, Bulletin—May 1  chal- 
lenge the assertion by Frank 
Swanson in his article “Britain 
Aroused Over Air Crashes” that 
appeared in your issue of Sept. 
26th? Mr. Swanson begins his 
fifth paragraph with this bold 


statement: “Accidents have a habit 
of coming in cycles.” What does 
this assertion exactly mean? 
Does it mean that accidents act 
like sparrows perched on a tree, 
which have the habit of joining a 


flock of other sparrows that pass 
by? Do accidents have the habit 
of hiding in the four corners of 


the world, awaiting the news that 
other accidents happened in order 
to happen in their turn? 

Or are accidents willed by a de- 
ity, and does that diety have the 
habit of producing accidents by 
groups, in cycles, instead of pro- 


ducing them seperately at more 
or less regular intervals? 

Or did Mr. Swanson use an al- 
legorical phraseology to mean 


that a number of similar accidents 
are often the result of a single 
cause? For example, in a_ plant 
on a certain date and due to pres- 
sing orders, the operators of mach- 
ines may have overworked them- 
selves; then the extreme fatigue 
relaxed their power of attention 
and numerous accidents were the 
result. This cause of accidents is 
well known, 

But when airplane crashes take 
place in different countries all 
over the world, and when those ac- 
cidents are different in their nat- 
ure, some happening in take-offs 
others in landings, others in mid 
dle air, others being the reswt of 
a crash against a mountain or a 
tall building, these accidents have 
neither the same nor even a sim- 


ilar cause, If they happen in a 
group it cannot be said that it 


is because their habit is to do so, 
Their simultaneousness is evident- 
ly an affair of chance 

Then what did Mr, Swanson 
mean when he said that accidents 
have a habit of coming in cycles’? 
I am afraid he had no definite 
meaning in his mind, He likely 
heard some thoughtless person 
make the statement and he repeat- 


ed it mechanically. 

But it seems that a journalist 
should realize his resonsibility, It 
is difficult to say how many per 
sons, having read Mr, Swanson's 
article, will firmly believe that ac- 


cidents have a habit of coming in 


cycles, This is the way superstitions 
spread among the people, But they

large fast air liners for the prin- 
cipal routes that the world has 
failed to notice. the progress made 
in producing small air liners, Two 
such aircraft have now been flown 
in Britain, One is already in pro- 
duction and orders for about 200 
have been placed. 

The small air liner is not expect- 
ed to have long range and high 
speed. It is intended for feeder 
routes, which require good take- 
off and landing qualities, because 
small fields are usual in this type 
of service. The planes must be stur- 
dy and easy to maintain because 
they will work a long way from the 
refinements of great airports and 
manufacturers’ facilities What 
matters, therefore, is the service 
obtainable from a little air liner 
and the assurance that it can be 
maintained under somewhat pri- 
mitive conditions 

Revolution in design 

Two British designers have seiz- 
ed on those needs and sought to 
satisfy them, Others are working 
along similar lines. The outcome 
so far resembles a revolution in the

Truman ‘Spanked’ | 
For Tactless Talk

WASHINGTON.— President Tru- | 
man’s supremely tactless letter of 
advice to Britain on Palestine has 
earned him a belated column-long 
editorial spanking in Monday's 
Washington Post. 

It remarks that the eve-of-Yom- 
Kippur message “has added to the 
general bedevilment over the Holy 
Land,” and then pitches in bluntly: 

“For over a year the president 
himself has been handling Pales- 
tine; the state department has had | 
nothing to do with it. Technically, | 
of course, the president is within his 
constitutional rights. But a presi- 
dential assumption of operative re- | 
sponsibility in foreign relations not 


* only makes for confusion at home 


and complications abroad; it puts 
high policy at the mercy of party 
politics when that responsibility is 
being shoulderéd on the eve of a 
national election. ... 

“No president at such a time can! 
be above politics, Party needs claw 
at him, and unless he is a man above 
men, he is almost compelled to kick | 
any football that the party man- 
agers put on his doorstep. 

“The demarche on Palestine, sug- 
gested no doubt by bosses obsessed 
by bloc politics is a particularly crass 
example of this kind of sport...” 

The post reviews the Palestine ne- 


gotiations at considerable length 
then concludes:

bittered. 

“Premier Attlee in his self-right- | 
eous response to President Truman 
missed some of the significant parts 
of the Truman letter.... relating 
to resettlement aid and joint re- 
sponsibility in taking care of re- 
fugees. ....

Peron Is Seeking 


Control Judiciary 


BUENOS AIRES, (AP) — Presi- 
Juan Peron’s administration, 
already in possession of the execu- 
tive and legislative branches of the 
Argentine government through el- 
ections, now is moving toward con- 
trol of the judiciary, which so far | 
has eluded Peron’s supporters in his 
sweep to power. 

The chamber of deputies, voting 
on party lines—104 Peronistas to 47 
of the minority—passed a writ of 
impeachment against four of the 
five justices of the supreme court. 
Under terms of the writ the lower 
house designated a five-man com- 
mission to place before the senate 
charges which call for the removal 
of the four justices as well as Sol- 
icitor-General Juan Alvarez, prose- 
cutor of the supreme court, 

Under Argentine law the senate 
acts as both judge and jury. To oust 
accused men the senate must 
the charges against them 


approve 


| by a vote of two-thirds of the mem- 


bers present. | 

Since the senate is composed of 
28 Peronistas and has not a single 
minority member, political circles 
predict that the accused will be con- 
victed despite a determined fight by 
opposition newspapers and every 
bar association in the country. 

The writ accuses the justices of 
violating the constitution because 
they recognized the de facto govern- 


| ments formed as a result of the 1930 


and 1943 revolutions. The fact that 
the present government and its chief 
were by-products of the last revolu- 
tion has no importance, the Peron- 
istas argue. They say Col, Peron 
came into the picture officially only 
after the revolutionary government 
had been recognized by the highest 
tribunal. 

Defenders of the court contend 
that the justices had no _ other 
choice but to recognize the govern- 
ment in power.
